DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the closest prior art of record, Nakatani et al. (US 
2002/0196460), fails to anticipate or render obvious limitations from independent 
claim 1 such as "a storage device for storing the original images read by the 
image reader; 

an image printing device for printing copied images based on the original 
images stored in the storage device in accordance with the image printing 
condition set by the setting device; 

an image printing start button which instructs the image printing device to 
start printing the copied images; and 

a controller for performing control to: (i) divide originals constituted by a 
bundle of pages within one job into a plurality of groups in printing copied images 
from the originals constituted by the bundle of pages within the one job, (ii) make 
the setting device set different image printing conditions for each group within the 
one job, (iii) make the image reader read images on originals for each group 
when the read start button is pressed, (iv) make the storage store the original 
images as the one job, and (v) make the image printing device print copied 
images for each group in accordance with the different image printing conditions 
set for each group within the one job with respect to all the groups within the one 
job when the image printing start button is pressed ".
